Prologue: 

In the sunset, two children play shadow tag ... chasing after 
each other's shadows. The little boy steps on the girl's shadow fi- 
nally. "I'm not from this world ... where I come from, if you step 
on a person's shadow, you've promised to marry them," she tells 
him. "I'll come back for you in 11 years." "11 years!? But that's 
so long!" complains the boy ... 


One day, an invitation is delivered to all of Ataru's acquaintanc- 
es. It's an invitation to Ataru's wedding! 
And he's getting married to someone that 
none of them have heard of before ... 
called Elle? 

Ataru's friends vow to get more infor- 
mation about her. Megane lures Ataru up 
to the top of the school bell tower to ex- 
tract information about her ... but Ataru 
has no recollection of ever knowing such a 
person. Shinobu then bursts in, adding 
more commotion. Finally; Lum enters the 
scene, having been forewarned of the wed- 
ding by Ten who showed her his invita- 
tion. Even Mendo appears, with his army, 
to blast Ataru to pieces when ... 

The envoy from Elle has arrived and 
tells Ataru to prepare for his departure 
from Earth tomorrow (after Ataru mistakes 
Elle's nanny, Babara, for Elle). Babara 
also gives Ataru a shield to protect him 
from Lum's electric shocks ... something 
handy just right now. Frustrated, Lum 
flies off ... 

Later on that night, Lum meets up with 
Benten at a restaurant. Benten reminds her 
that if she takes the intiative, so to speak, 
that Elle wouldn't be able to do anything. 
With that in mind and cheered up, Lum speeds off and snatches 
Ataru (who is busy packing) and his friends to take them back to 
her planet to marry him. 

Out of Pluto's orbit, Lum meets up with more of her friends and 
with her father's ship. Ataru's parents and Lum's parents have all 
the details of the marriage worked out, and, after all, since he and 
Lum have been living together for over a year, it zs the only de- 
cent thing to do.

But she is safe and Ataru is relieved. "You seem to care about 
her," says Rose suspiciously. "Oh no, not really ... heh, heh,” he 
denies, somewhat sheepishly. 

On their way down to the surface of Plan- 
et Elle, Megane raves about all the delicious 
things to eat they're leaving behind on Earth. 

And despite the “Yoshinoya” restaurant 

(sort of the "McDonalds" of Japan) that Ata- 

Tu points out to him, he refuses to be con- 

soled. That is, until Ataru reveals his plan to

Elle and Ataru meet and she ennfeases 
that she likes him because he chose her of 
his "own free will".

Everyone 1s captured, and Elle asks Ataru (she calls him "Hon- 
ey) why he tried to escape. When he cites her little "collection", 
she says, "But, Honey, you have lived with that devil's daughter 
(Lum)!" "That was pretty small scale compared with what you 
have done!" he retorts. Enraged, Elle says, "I won't let anyone 
else have my Honey! Lock him up until tomorrow's wedding!" 

Imprisoned with Ataru, Ten chews him out for his constant ill 
treatment of Lum but Ataru cries and says that even though Lum 
has a fit when he so much as looks at other women, "Still, sheal- 
ways thinks of me ... only me ... always, only me... " 

The wedding commences and Benten, assuming that Lum will 
try and stop it, organizes Lum’'s friends into a guerrilla strike force 
to distract the guards and give Lum a chance to slip through the 
tight security. Kurama releases the 99,999 frozen lovers and they 


head for the church, desperate to save their Elle. 

Finally, Benten shows up with the space taxi, slurps up everyone, 
and beats a hasty retreat. But the taxi driver accidently pushes the

Urusei Yatsura (Those Annoying Aliens) ; 


#1: ‘I'm Lum, the Notorious!” 


(Editor’s note: Now, you've got to 
bear with me — Urusei Yatsura is 
bizarre, but it is also highly enter- 
taining, and offers some shrewd 
insights into the nature of love 
relationships. Urusei Yatsura is a 
Japanese pun that can be roughly 
translated as ‘Those Annoying 
Aliens.” It started as a comic series 
by TAKAHASHI RUMIKO, but in 1982, 
hit TV animation — where it has run 
for 218 episodes! Sadly, it has just 
been cancelled.) 


ATARU MOROBOSHI is a relatively 
normal high school student but has, 
shall we say, “overactive glands.” 
When aliens from the planet Urusei 
invade Earth, they give us one 
chance: If our champion (chosen at 
random by their. computers) can 
defeat their champion in a game of 
tag, they'll pack up and leave quiet- 
ly. If not... 

Anyway, Ataru is the chosen one 
and is forced to compete — a task 
made somewhat difficult by the fact 
that the alien champion — LUM — 
can fly. Nevertheless, Lum is also 
gorgeous and well-equipped to make 
the most of her tiger-skin bikini, so 
the lecherous Ataru can‘t wait to 
get his hands on her. There follows 
eight days of public humiliation for 
poor Ataru, as he tries... and 
tries... and _ tries. 
desperation, his girlfriend SHINOBU 
(a lovely, demure girl, given to throw- 
ing around heavy furniture when she 
gets upset) offers to marry him — if 
he wins. So, on the final day, and 
shouting, ‘J will be married!" he suc- 
ceeds in grabbing Lum’s_ horns, 
thereby saving the Earth. However... 
Lum thinks that he wants to marry 
her, and accepts this unexpected 
offer. Ataru has had enough of Lum, 
though, and protests vociferously. 
But Lum is not easily discouraged, 
and so it begins...

SHUTARO MENDO — The only son of 
the richest family in Japan, Mendo 
personifies honor, nobility, and 
style. Unfortunately, he knows it. 
Lum seems to be the only girl able to 
resist him, despite his desperate at- 
tempts to win her favor.

Is usually armed to 
the teeth with hidden weapons.
